The curse of the American fanner 


is the rapidly increasing, expanding 
and perpetuating middleman. 


No matter what the farmers raises 


dr' produces, or" what price the ul- 
timate consumer pays, the middle- 
man and his cohorts and satellites 
get the bulk of it. 


When apples were'rotting on the 


ground 
in many sections 
of the 


country last summer because the 
growers could not get a price suffi- 
cient to pay for marketing them Hie 
people of the cities were paying a 
nickel for three little runts. If fail- 
sized they were two for a nickel, 
and in many cases five cents each. 


Why can't 
the farmers 
of this 


county band together in some kind 
of an organization and do their own 
marketing without the'assistance of 
these grasping and devouring mid- 
dlemen? 
Surely some method could 


be devised whereby their crops could 
be marketed jointly and in bulk and 
thus save the tremendous shrinkage 
that now goes into the pockets of a 
liorde of useless go-betweens. 


Orange growers in Florida have 


such an organization and are getting 
better prices for their fruit and with 
less trouble. 


In Chicago there are a number of 


men who have purchased fruit and 
truck land in Alabama. -They have 
formed an organization for mutual 
advantage and protection 
and one 


man disposes, of all of their products 
direct to tire retailers, realizing good 
prices on every commodity. 


There are enough farmers in this 


county to form a large and powerful 
organization. Agents could be ap- 
pointed in the large cities and ship- 
ments could he made direct. The ser- 
vices of numerous middlemen would 
be dispensed with and the increased 
profits-would go into Hie pockets of 
the farmers.

President Wilson is 
expected to address the convention 
Dec. 10, the last day, discussing his 
ideas of rural credits, one of the 
big questions with which congress is 
expected to deal this year. 


Gifford Pinchot, who is 
chairman 


of the eommision, in his address be- 
fore the conference today, said in 
part: 


"I believe we stand today on the 


threshold of a great movement which 
will bring back to the church in the 
country and 
smaller towns the 


greater power for good it used to 
have. I do not intend that the church 
should take the functions of 
the 


Grange or the agricultural 
school, 


but I believe the failure of the coun- 
try churches, through their minis- 
ters, to get into productive touch 
with the work and needs of the 
country people is one of the funda- 
mental reasons for 
present weak- 


ness of the country church. Good 
farms, good roads, good schools are

•with St. Louis for the honor of the 
convention, but St. Louis easily led 
from the fetart and won on the sec- 
ond ballot. When the trend of the 
voting was seen Texas moved that 
the ehoif-c of St. Louis be made un- 
animous. Dallas held second place 
on the first ballot, but was displaced 
by Chicago ou the second roll «nll. 


The result of the first ballot ,T.-as: 


St. Louis, 25; Dallas, 14;. Chicago, 
13. Ou the second ballot the vole 
was.: ,St^ Louis, 28; Chicago, 15, 
and Dallas, 9. 
The majority vote 


for St. Louis was gained 
on this 


ballot when John T. McGraw arose 
near the end of the call and changed 
West Virginia's vote from Chicago 
to the Missouri city.
